The. di'.ches, in 
which these pipes are laid, arc lilted 
vllh broken stone to iusura a more 
perfect draiuuge, and scores of acres of 
lowlands have been thoroughly drained 
in this manner, to abolish breeding 
places for mosquitoes.

acies of grass aud low shrub growth 
nave been burned over, lo remove hid- 
ing places for the pesis. 


"The 
sanitary regulations 
of the 


Zone are exceedingly stringent. 
All 


garbage aud rubbish of every sort Is 
collected daily aud burned. " Nothing 
of the nature of rubbish Is allowed'to 
collect, even for a day. 
JUi building a 


house, for example, every particle of 
refuee must be removed before night. 
Scraps of wood, shavings aud bits ol 
shingles, empty barrels and everything 
of the wni m nn be removed immediate- 
ly and burned. Not a rubbish heap of 
any sort Is allowed to accumulate. Dis- 
infectants of every ioit are furnished 
free and in abuudauce bv the Commis- 
sion.

P.VKUMO.VIA THE WOKST DISKASE. 
"As everyone Knows, the 
vellow 


•fever has wholly disappeared from the 
Isthmus aud malaria Is rapidly follow- 
ing. It cannot be expected that ma- 
laria will be woolly stamped out us 
rapidly as; yellow fever has been, but 
tbe cases of this malady are constantly 
lessening. At Empire the average has 
decreased fully fifty per cent. Strauge 
to say, the disease which furnishes by- 
far the grealer number of cases, in Ibe 
hospital wards, is pneumonia. The 
ravages of this disenso 
ore wholly 


among the black laborers, and it is 
caused chiefly by their own careless- 
ness and 
neglect of sanilnry 
laws. 


This Is especially Irtieln the rainy fiea- 
soii. The Ij'egroes will be drenched by 
a sudden shower, followed by wnrni 
sunshine, lu
